/^to determine an agent's suitability from the point of view of his enthusiasm 
or security considerations, we feel that only a man familiar with the 
peculiar problems affecting radio work can pass judgment on any given 
individual's fitness as a prospective radio operator. We therefore request 
that a m e m b er of c~ j ' s section come to Vienne as soon as he can 

be spared from his present duties and cheek the candidates. This preliminary 
screening should weed out any candidates who lack the nseeesary technical 
ability and physical or mental stamina to become w/T operatives.

Please advise us of your reaction to this problem and the other problems 
brought up in this communication.
